tic consumption for its growing 

population 

r. Mille and other witnesses de- 
clared 256,000 acre-fect of water 
should be diverted from the west- 
ern slope to Denver through ir- 
gation tunnels built at an altitide 
of approximately 10,000 feet in the 
Rocky Mountaeine. 

Diversion of this amount of wa- 
ter. Mr. Mille declared. would not 
injure the river in its descent into 
the lower basin States. 


| DENVER PROVISIONS. 
Answering a query from Frank 


Emmerson. water commissioner 
of Wyoming. Mr. Mills declared any 
pact between the States should pro- 
vide for trenemountain diversion 
guarantee Denver ample water 


Other city engineering of- 
ficialse agreed with Mr. Mille. 

R. I. Meeker, Deputy State En- 
gineer of Colorado, who opened the 
technical case of the State of Cole~ 
rado with a statement today, de- 
clared the State is entitled to un- 
restricted use of the waters of the 
river in Colorado under the State 
constitution. He declared there 
was ample water in the river to ir- 
rigate the upper end lower ba- 
sins fer all time. Meeker said 
the amount of water used on the 
Colorado River in Colorado for ir- 
rigation does not injure the sup- 
ply of water in the lower States, 
because any poesible overuse above 
would return to the stream and 
flow on to the lower States. 


TALKS OF MISUSE, 

Under questioning by Commis- 
sioner Caldwell of Utah, Meeker 
said, however, that mieure of the 
stream in the lower basin would be 
of injury to the supply of the riv- 
er. and that diverting water in the 
lower basin, as at the Salton Sea, 
Was injurious. 

Commissioner McClure of Cali- 
fornia, who had made a statement 
of California's position at the open- 
ing of the hearing, took tesue with 
Meeker, and a lengthy discussion 
foliowed. 

“You may be sure, with our 
probiem in Californie, we never 
will waste a foot of water,” Mc- 
Clure declared. 

Commissioner: Emmerson 
gested to several witnesses it might 
be good insurance if Colorado 
would agree to accept a definite al- 
lotment to he set far in excess of 
her estimated demands of water 
for all time. The commission was 
unable to secure a definite state- 
ment that such an allotment was 
desirable, witnesses taking the po- 
sition that as Colorado's State con- 
stitution provided for unrestricted 
use of waters in the State an al- 
lotment was unnecessary. 


WON'T CONCEDE ANYTHSHING. 

Piatt Rogers, counsel in many 
Colorado water suits, told the com- 
mission he had never seen the oc- 
casion for this commission. 

“I stand on the right of Colo- 
rado to use the waters that flow 
through streams to the very limit, 
and I won't concede any other 
right,” he declared. 

—— himself to the com- 
missioners from the lower States, 
Rogers deciared: 

“You can build your reservoirs as 
we had to build ours in Colorado. 
We had to take the storm waters 
for our reservoirs. You'll have to 
take them just the same as we 
did. Let the Imperial Valley ge 
through what we had to go 
through. I fail to see why Colo- 
rado should join a compact which 
surrenders one drop of water.” 

A. J. McCune, State Engineer of 
Colorado, told the commission he 
favored the building of a large dam 
to protect the Imperial Valle.

By a viva voca vote, the House | sca 
rejected an amendment by Rep- 
resentative Kindred, Democrat, 
New York, ‘te increase the appro- 
Priation to $35,000,000. 

The bill, drafted by Chairman 
Langiey of the Public Buildings 
and Grounds Committee, would 
place the director of the Veterans’ 
Bureau in charge of all activities 
which would grow out of passage 
of the measure, including selec- 
tion of sites, plans for new build- 
ings and for the remodeling of ex- 
isting structüres designated to be 


converted into hospitals and con- 
struction work. 


REJECT AMENDMENT. 
After an up-and-down fight the 
House rejected by a record vote of 
167 to 137 an amendment by Chair- 
man Madden of the Appropria- 
tions Committee which would have 
placed expenditures of the fund 
carried in the bill in the hands of 
the President with authority to 
designate whatever government 
agency he saw fit to supervise the 
4 planning of additional hospitals 
and construction work. 
The amendment had heen adopt- 
: ed by a stand vote of 86 to 81 
and was eliminated just prior to 
passage of the bill on a roll call 
94 demanded by Mr. Langley, who 
was opposed to its adoption. Last- 
minute rejections of the substitute 
threw the House into a parliamen- 
tary tangle which consumed more 
than an hour.

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Ambitious Plan 
for Air Service 


(BY CABLE—EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 

LONDON, March 31.—It was 
announced yesterday that a strong 
syndicate in which Vickers, Ltd., 
an armament firm, and the Shell 
Oll group are interested, had made 
a bid to the government for the 
acquisition of all government air- 
ships and plants now on the dis- 
posal list, with a view to organiz- 
ing an ifmperial airship service 
between Great Britain and its 
dominions. Airships are to be 
used for long-distance carriage of 
freight and passengers, while the 
airplanes are to be used for inter- 
mediate services. 

Among the conditions asked are 
a subsidy of $394,000 yearly from 
the imperial government, and

WOOLWINE 
TO RUN FOR 
GOVERNOR? 


District Attorney Ready to 
Resign County Post, Re- 
ports Say. 


Dist.-Atty. Woolwine is consid- 
ering the advisability of resigning 
as District Attorney of Los Ange- 
les county and entering the race 
for Governor, according to reports 
current in the Hall of Records here 
yesterday. He left here for San 
Francisco and other cities in the 
northern part of the State Wednes- 
day and is not expected back until 


Monday. No expression from him 
concerning the reports was ob- 
tained. 

The reports concerning Mr. 


Woolwine's plans apparently were 
based on the supposition that 
James Phelan, former United 
States Senator, and Mayor Rolph 
of San Francisco will not be can- 
didates in the gubernatorial cam- 
paign. Mr. Phelan was said to 
have cabled from Europe, where 
he is on a visit, that he will not 
be a candidate. 

Chief Dep. Dist.-Atty. Doran 
declined to comment on the ru- 
mors, declaring he had no personal 
knowledge of his chief's politica} 
plans. The reports also included 
the belief that should Mr. Wool- 
wine resign his office he would 
recommend Mr. Doran as his suc- 
cessor. 

The trip of Mr. Woolwine was 
declared by some persons to in- 
clude meetings with political lead- 
ers in the bay district and in Sac- 
ramento. Several close friends of 
the District Attorney yesterday ad- 
mitted he has been contemplating 
becoming a candidate for the State 
office, but they said they had no 
knowledge of any definite decision 
he may have made. 

Mr. Woolwtne, who is a Demo- 
crat, is now serving his third term 
as District Attorney. He was a 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor a few 
years, ago, but a split in his party’s 
ranks worked unfavorably for him 
and he was defeated.

COMPROMISE REACHED 
IN RADIO BILL ROW. 


PUBLIC USE EXTENSION TO 
JUNE 30, 1925, AGREED BY 
CONFEREES. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT vun 
WASHINGTON, March 21.— 
House and Senate differences on 
the bill to extend the time in 
which the general public and the 
press may use the Federal-owned 
radio were compromised hy the 
conference committees of the two 
Houses late today. Agreement was 
reached to permit public use of the 
facilities to June 30, 1925. with the 
exception of messages to China. The 
service to Chinese stations under 
the compromise agreement will be 
terminated Jan. 1, 1924. 

With respect to the Chinese ex- 
ception in the compromise agrec- 
ment, Senator Poindexter of Wash- 
ington, head of the Senate con- 
ferees, explained that the shorter 
period was necessary on account of 
international wireless communica- 
tion agreements. ; 

He said he would submit the 
conference agreement to the Fen- 
ate the first time the legislative sit- 
us tion ts. 

The House measure would have 
extended the use of the naval- 
controlled factiities for press and 
commercial messages only to June 
30 of this year, while the Senate 
amendment to the bill made the 
fate of termination of the privi- 

The bill passe@ the House al- 
ost a vear ago and was acted on 
by the Senate early in February. 
It has since been subject to con- 
ference, but continual delay was 
occasioned by the inability of the 
two committees to have all mem- 
bers present at scheduled meetings.

RUSHING TAX BURDENS. 

When unregulated private monopolies 
were making inordinate profits twenty years 
ago by stifling competition and increasing 
the cost of necessities, a campaign was in- 
augurated to curb the encroachments of 


came a national issue, and it was put into 
effect, as far as the Federal government 
was concerned, by legislation passed by a 
Republican Congress and signed by a Re- 
publican President. 

Following in the wake of the Federal gov- 
ernment, most of the States passed laws 
regulating corporations. In the bands of 


generated into corporation baiting. Under 
the guise of regulation, commissions were 
created to have supervision over about 
every kind of business that could pay for 
being supervised. When the business in- 
terests began to consolidate for self-protec- 
tion the cost of supervision was passed over. 
to the taxpayers. 

That marked the beginning of extravagant 
government expense. Claiming that they 
were protecting the people against “big 
business,” the policy of government by com- 
mission was carried to an extent unparal- 
leled in the history of modern governments. 
The cost of government was doubled in most 
of the States of the Union. In California: 
it was nearly quadrupled. The result of 
protecting the people against the corpora- 
tions, so the politicians put it, was to im- 
pose a burden of taxation which was vastly 
greater than the cost to the people of. un- 
regulated monopolies. 

Governmental expense was running riot 
in this country when we became involved 
in the World War. Our participation cost 
the American people about $35,000.000,000 
tor the government's part alone. The dis- 
turbance to industry and the attendant high 
prices at least doubled this amount. The 
gross loss was about equal to the entire 
production of the country for a period of 
twenty months. If we work one month a 
year for the government we shall be pay- 
ing back that money for a period of twenty 
years. 
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abolishing of numerous boards and commis- 
sions, and the pay-roll patriots will fight it 
to the last ditch. But it is about the most 
important problem now before the Amer- 
ican people. If we cannot reduce the cost 
of government we shall be forced finally 
into a kind of national bankruptcy. 

No generation before the war saved as 


much as 10 per cent of its gross production 


annually. If taxes -had been as high 100 
years ago as they are at the present time 
our country could never have attained its 


But the worst feature of the increased 
cost is that the different State and local 
governments are doing nothing to get local 
administration back on a peace basis. 
While the cost of other things is going 
down, that of State and local government 
is increasing. 

In testimony given recently before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission Herbert 
Hoover said: 

The total tncrease in national, State 
and municipal taxes since 1913 is ap- 
proximately $5,640,000,000. At the pres 
ent purchasing power of the dollar our 
total national productivity is probably 
somewhere around $50,000,000,000, of 
which over 10 per cent must now be 
devoted to increased taxes. 

As the Secretary of Commerce points out, 
more than 10 per cent of the productive 
power cf the United States must be paid 
this y-ar im increased cost of government? 
That is a drain upon the agriculture and in- 
dustry of the nation that cannot continue; 
for the margin of profit before the war was 
less than the increased taxation. 
| But one issue from this serious economic 
dilemma is possible. There must be drastic re- 
ductions in the cost of Federal, State and mu- 
nicipal government. This will mean the 


present economic dominance. 80 long as 
the cost of government remains at its pres- 
ent figure we shall be just a little poorer 
nationally each year than we were the year 
before; and that means national decadence. 

California has a higher per capita cost of 
Jtate government than any other common- 
wealth; so we of California are the worst 
sufferers in this country from excessive tax- 
ation. And California should begin the cam- 
paign to bring the cost of government back 
to that of the period before the war. It can 
be done if we force our politicians to give 
up their fat jobs, if we force the govern- 
ment out of private business, if we abolish 
the greater part of the one hundred boards 
and commissions through which our State 
government now functions. 

The Republican party in Congress has 
made a fair beginning in reducing the cost 
of national government. But it is only a 
beginning. Another $1,900,000,000 should 
be cut from the cost of Federal government 
next year. And we of California should turn 
our attention to the coming State election. 
We should refuse to return to office the 
members of the Legislature who voted for 
our present indefensibly high State expen- 
diture; and we should make certain that 


their successors are men and women who worse.

Gen. Sheridan was in command 
of the Union troops at the head of 
35,000 men, of whom 20,000 were 
cavalry. Opposéd to him was Gen. 
George Pickett, with 15.000 Con- 
federates strongly intrencheéd. 
They were posted at Five Forks to 
protect the railroad communica- 
tions which, once broken, meant 
irretrievable disaster. 

The battle began at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon and lasted only one 
hour. The Union men rushed the 
Southerners’ positions, and after a 
stiff but futile resistance, Ayres’s 
cavalry broke the Confederate 
lines and started a general rout.

: YANKEES TO PREPARE SOON. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

NEW YORK, March 31.—Preparations for the entry of the 
United States team in the 1924 Olympiad will be under way 
within the next few months, it was stated today by members of 
the American Olympic Association. 

Under the decision awarding the meet to Pershing Stadium, 
near Paris, it is believed here that, while track and field compe- 
tition conditions will be satisfactory for the participants, the 
spectators will lack both the accommodations that would have 
been available had a special stadium been erected. 

Pershing Stadium, built in the six weeks preceding June 16, 
1919, is shaped like a horseshoe, though not resembliag any of 
the best-known American fields, and extends over an area of 


about nine acres. It is of concrete. Originally there were 25,000 
seats and standing space for 16,000.

BRILLIANCE, POETRY MARK 
PLAYING OF PIANIST. 


By Edwin Schallert. 

A poem in music and a poetical- 
ly brilliant pianist cast a spell over 
an audience of music's devotees 
yesterday afternoon at the Audi- 
torium. The occasion was the con- 
cert of the Philharmonic Orches- 
tra. The poem in music was 
liszt’s Concerto in A major, the 
pianist, Yolanda Mero, the Hun- 
garian virtuoso, who played for 
the first time in this city. 

Here ts a musician who seems 
im many ways qualified to step into 
those golden slippers, which Teresa 
Carreno wore during her lifetime. 
There will need to be adjustments 
of the shape and size, however, 
and some changes in adornment, 
too, to measure a difference in 
Style. 

Mme. Mero inclines to the school 
of brilllance. Yet she is not neg- 
lectful of the treasures of depth. 
She has rare distinction, a quality 
of poise that is exceptional. You 
feel that she is in absolute con- 
trol of technical requirements. She 
plays with an assurance that is fas- 
cinating. 

The orchestra gave her a rather 
merry race toward the close of 
the composition, but she strove 
with scintillant force to match the 
increasing dynamic display, and 
the swiftness of the climax and its 
tonal electricity won completely the 
pianist’s hearers. She was re- 
called time and again, receiving 
flowers and other tributes of ap- 
preciation. 

Many of the more lyric episodes 
Mme. Mero imbued with a ro- 
mance and poetry that promise to 
become increasingly inviting attri- 
butes of her art. And certainly

Shake 
the saucepan occasionally so that 


no rice will stick to the bottom. | 


Never stir the rice, Boil until 
all the water has evaporated.

the cloth-manufacturing sections of 
tho north of England. 

CHANCES GOOD HERE. 

In California. where water is 
gold, the conditions for sewage 
treatment are probably more 
\favorable than they are in any 
‘other part of the world, and a 
higher revenue could be obtained 
from both fertilizer and effluent 
than anywhere else. Our farmers 
are buying fertilizer in every part 
of the world, and on account of 
the ammonia contents of the ef- 
fluent, it has a very great fertiliz- 
ing value. 

While it might not at the out- 
set be possible to operate sewage 
treatment plants at an actual 
‘profit, the revenue to be derived 
from fertilizer and effluent would 
S0 far toward reducing the opera- 
tive costs of handling the city sew- 
age, and the cime has arrived when 
the business men of this city must 
give this sewage question the most 
careful consideration in order that 
the city may be relieved from the 
‘dangers of an epidemic and the 
beach cities relleved from a long- 
standing nuisance. 
| Even were it decided to build 
the new outfall sewer, as it would 
be three years before that could 
be completed and as the situation 
today is critical, something must 
be done to provide needed relief 
‘for the overtaxed present outfall. 
During last year’s discussion of 
this problem, I suggested that a 
survey of industrialy waters, etc., 
i be ade and other means of dis- 
| posa of these be undertaken, I 
would also advocate that the floata 
on toilets be immediately changed 
|80 as to decrease the amount of 
| water used in flushing. Further, 
that every water tap in Los Ange- 
les be equipped with self-closing 
valves, which would reduce wast- 
age considerably. It is my impres- 
sion that if th®se things were 
done, from 20 to 25 per cent great- 
er sewage capacity would be in 
effect provided and the present 
tax upon the sewer be relieved to 
| that extent. .
